Workmen's compensation costs of 
Illinois employers have skyrocketed since 
1974, A survey of 460 revealed their WC 
costs soared from $30,000,000 in 1974 to 
$145,000,000 in 1977 

This is a jump of nearly 400 percent in 
just three years. The unprecedented rise 
was the total dollar rise for all 460 firms: 
For half of these firms, the rise was above 
400 percent. 

For about one-fourth of these 
manufacturers, WC costs since 1974 have 
skyrocketed by 500 percent, 1,000 percent, 
1,500 percent and even as high as 2,000 
percent in just-three years, 

The hard statistics above give strong 
support to the. claims of many - Illinois 
manufacturers and other employers thal 
they have beén. staggered by rising WC. 
cosls. 

In view of these escalating costs, it is nat 
surprising that a few employers have left 
the state, or have shut down 

What is even more distutbing is the 
future. Many employers. are frank to say

Regional planning, yes. 
Regional government, no. 
Those statements seem to 
sum up the feelings of most of 
those who testified in a public 


“hearing ‘held at SIUE by the 


Joint Committee on Regional 
Government. 

Most of those who testified in 
the morning favored con- 
tinuation of the types of regional 
planning efforts now in 
existence. None spoke in favor 
of regional government. 

It was the third and final 
public hearing conducted by the 
committee of the Illinois 
General Assembly: 

A report-is to be written and 
legislation possibly drafted. to 
control regional planning 
groups. 

Regional planning agencies 
provide needed services, ac- 
cording to their proponents. 

They seem to be’ part of the 
effort to take away the powers 
of local governmental units, 
according to opponents, 

Sandra L. Edelman, board 
member of the League of 
Women Voters in the Alton 
area, said the league is con- 
cerned with the need for 
adequate planning. Planning is 
needed in metropolitan areas to 
solve burgeoning problems, she 
said. 

Alan Richter, executive 
director of the East-West 
Gateway Coordinationg 
Council, stressed the need for 
cooperation between the many 
governmental units in the St. 
Louis area 

Cooperation is needed to 
address problems with railroad 
switching that are “strangling 
the economy,” he said. ‘The 
efforts of seven different port 
districts must be coordinated in 
this, the largest inland river 
port, he added. 

East-West gives local elected 
officials the opportunity to 
come together and deal with 
various problems, he said. 

As for regional government, 
“We have no regional govern- 
ment in St. Louis. I know of no 
talk of it, and-don’t think I'll live 
to see it,” Richter said 

Regional planning agencies 
have not taken away the 
freedoms of local people, ac- 
cording to Donald Melhorn, 
mayor of Swansea 
president of the Southwestern 
Illinois Council of Mayo 

Mefhorn said that 
official, he’s gotte 
from planning agencies 
never been ordered to do 
anything . 

Thornton Ridinger, manager 
of the comprehensive planning 
program for the  Tlinois 
Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs, expressed the 
thoughts of many of the wit- 
nesses who spoke in support of 
regional planning efforts. 
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at hearing 


Ridinger said his agency is 
opposed to the concept of 
regional government, but 
supports planning and in- 
teragency cooperation. 

“In Illinois, most of the 
planning organizations are 
established by voluntary action | 
of local governments,” 
Ridinger said. 

The agencies try to address 
local needs, such~as economic 
development, protection of 
natural resources and addition 
of housing, Ridinger said. The 
agencies’ recommendations are 
advisory only, he added, 

Among the benefits of 
planning agencies, Ridinger 
said, are: 

—They provide technical help 
to local governments in such 
areas as applying for federal 
grants. 

—Local governments can pool 
their resources to pay the cost 
of skilled staff people. 

—They strengthen 
cooperation and coordination 
between - governmental units, 

The federal government has 
used grant programs to seiz 
control over local governments, 
others said. They, propose that 
local governments: stop ac- 
cepting federal funds.

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Shooting was ‘in haste’ 
police chief believes 


An investigation still is 
continuing to clear up all 
aspects of a Sept. 28 shooting 
incident in which a Granite City 
police officer was wounded 
while riding in a car leaving a 
tavern parking lot on Highway 
157 in Centreville. 

Details of the formal inquiry 
to date were released Monday 
afternoon by. Centerville Police 
Chief Theodore Shamalian 

“It has been established the 
incident occurred when some 
police officers and friends were 
leaving a local (Centreville) 
tavern where they’d had a party 
for one of the men," Chief 
Shamalian said. 

“They all agree they’d been 
having a good time and were in 
a pretty relaxed mood,” he 
added. 

As the group left, apparently 
some words were exchanged 
between the men and a security 
guard employed at the tavern, 
Chief Shamalian said, but the 
men continued across the 
parking lot and got intora 
vehicle. 

When the Granite City of- 
ficers and friends drove out of 
the parking area in the auto, 
someone apparently took a 
weapon from his belt and 
discharged two shots into the 
air through an open window of 
the car. 

The security guard heard two 
shots fired and, under the im- 
pression he -was being fired 
upon, discharged several shots 
in the direction of the vehicle 
exiting the parking lot, Chief 
Shamalian said. . 

“As far as we can tell, one 
slug from the guard’s weapon 
penetrated the vehicle's gas 
tank and one slug shattered the 
rear window of the auto. The 
location of a third shot fired by 


the guard has not been firmly 
established,”’ the chief said, 

The security guard recreated 
the scene for Chief Shamalian, 
who took personal charge of the 
investigation, and a team of 
Centreville and Granite City 
detectives the following day. 

The local police officers 
worked with the Centreville 
department on orders from 
Granite City Police Chief 
Ronald J. Veizer. 

“Tt was determined the guard 
was about 200 feet from the 
vehicle when he fired the 
shots,” Chief Shamalian said. 

“Tam confident no shots were 
directly exchanged, nor did 
anyone fire at a specific per- 
son,"’ the Centreville chief 
stressed. 

“Although the security guard 
was under the impression he 
was being fired upon, I believe 
it could be said that he acted in 
haste in returning the fire in this 
instance,’’ Chief Shamalian 
commented. 

“We are going to, submit a 
report to the state's attorney's 
office, but I don’t think it will 
result in any criminal charges,” 
he stated. 

“I agree it was a serious 
incident, but I do not believe 
there was a deliberate act in- 
volved,"’ he added. 

He speculated that the shot 
which wounded the Granite City 
officer may have been a 
deflected bullet that ricocheted 
from the roof or the shattered 
rear window of the car. 

Chief Shamalian did not 
reveal the names of the officers 
involved, nor the security 
guard’s name 

It was learned last Friday,

The Ilinois “business 
climate” has deteriorated. 

An increasing number of employers 
have said they will either not expand 
operations further in Illinois, will shift 
some production to their plants in other 
states, or will move out. 

This threat to future employment in 
Illinois does not appear to be mere ‘‘crying 
wolf” or idle gossip. It appears to be very 
real, as supported by the above evidence 
— unless the Illinois General Assembly 
makes some downward revisions in “the 
worst WC law in the land.” 

Why have the costs soared so high? 

The answer is to be found in revolun- 
tionary revisions made in the Illinois WC 
law effective July 1, 1975 (S. 234 and S. 
235). 

Illinois now has the worst written and 
the worst administered workmen's 
compensation law in the nation. It is a 
vindictive law. 

It ties the hands of employers in their 
own self-defense. It places all burdens of 
proof on the employer. 

The Illinois WC law now encourages 
endless litigation to the point where it is 
really a ‘lawyer's compensation law." 

There is so much “open ended’ 
phraseology in the law that no one can 
accurately predict future liabilities. 

‘There was no national experience for the 
radical changes made in the Illinois WC 
law in 1975. It has taken the state down an 
untraveled compensation road 

‘The consequences have been calamitous 
for many Illinois employers. 

What are some of the specific gross 
errors in the 1975 amendments? 

Illinois employers are now forced to pay 
“rocking chair” money to their workers. 
What is “rocking chair” money? 

If any person, at age five years, sits ina 
rocking chair and rocks the rest of his life 
— he will age. In time, his vision acuity 
will dim. His hearing will decline. 

A backache may develop — just rocking, 
not working, just rocking. But the 1975 WC 
amendments said all such impairments 
must be attributable to the job, and with no 


which have a competitive edge. We are 
experiencing a deterioration of business 
opportunities due to higher wages, work- 
men’s compensation benefits, unem- 
ployment benefits, fuel availabilities, 
environmental considerations and other 
factors.”” 

An example of current problems is that 
the chief frame competitor is the Budd Co.,

This provision placed unprecedentedly 
heavy and wrongful burdens on Illinois 
employers. What does “rocking chair 
money” have to do with job injuries? 
Nothing, but in Illinois employers have to 
pay it anyway. 

Illinois employers are now forced to pay 
“bar stool money.”” What is it? 

A worker; has an unhappy weekend at 
home. Monday night he goes down to his 
favorite tavern to drown his sorrows. 

He has a few too many. He falls off the 
bar stool and hurts his back. Next day, he 
goes to work but by afternoon his back 
hurts too much, ~ 


He can’t continue work. He sees his » 


doctor and takes time off from the job. 

Is he is pain?. Yes. But why does the 
employer have to pay workmen’s com- 
pensation because the guy fell off a bar 
stool? 

He has to pay because all the burden of 
proof is on the employer. How can the 
employer prove the worker's backache 
was nol caused by his work but by the guy 
falling off a bar stool? He cannot. 

Since the worker was on the job when he 
complained of back pains, the worker does 
not have to prove anything. The result: up 
go the costs of WC in Illinois. 

Is the Illinois WC law subject to abuse? 
Ask any Illinois employer. 

Specific WC benefits were raised from 86 
percent to 267 percent. 

And then they were extended on and on, 
to include not just the worker and a sur- 
viving widow, but also to establish a two- 
year dowry for a widow who remarries, 
benefits for children up to age 25, benefits 
for parents and for dependent children not 
otherwise provided for, benefits for 
grandparents, grandchildren or other 
collateral heirs even if only fractionally 
dependent on the decedent. 

The result: rapidly escalating WC costs 
in Illinois. % 

‘The costs of medical expenses have been 
tremendously accelerated upward by the 
1975 revisions.

Before July 1, 1975, the employer, who 
had an abvious interest in providing good 
medical care soa worker would be back on 
the job as quickly as possible, could choose 
the physician. 

‘The July 1, 1975, amendments abolished 
the employer's rights. The worker, and in 


organized plants this usually means the - 


union leader, now chooses the physician. 

The latter has every financial reason to 
prolong the case and charge high fees. By 
being over-generous in treatment, the 
doctor can get repeat business from the 
worker, or union or union lawyer. 

Some Illinois physicians now only handle 
WC cases. The result: escalating medical 
costs. 

The Illinois workmen's compensation 
law should also be called the ‘lawyer's 
compensation law.” The 1975 amendments 


forbade the Illinois Industrial Commission 2 
to set standards (as in Wisconsin) for * 
particular injuries, especially in the case . 


of permanent partial disability. 

So, a high percentage of cases go to 
arbitration. The lawyer gets 20 percent off 
the top .of the final award before the 
worker gets a dime. 

The more arbitration and the higher the 
awards, the more money the lawyer 
makes. Further, arbitrators have tended 
to reject employer evidence and accept the 
claims of the worker's lawyer. Result 
escalating WC costs in Illinois. 

The 1975 WC amendments introduced 
the ‘‘man as a whole” concept, Insurance 


companies had little or no experience with * 


the concept, which applies to injuries or 
diseases not specified in the statute. 

Payments under the concept are over 
and above payments for medical expenses 
and weekly eash benefits for temporary 
inability to work. The result: increased 
litigation and escalating WC costs in 
Illinois. 

How could actuaries for insurance 
companies estimate future liabilities 
under the revised Illinois WC law as 
illustrated above? They could not. To 
protect their companies, they had to 
recommend unprecedented increases in 
insurance rates. 


In his June statement, he commented 
that “several years’ down the road, our 
competitive position here’ will have 
deteriorated to the extent we may not be 
able to operate in this community, unless 
something is done quickly” regarding 
costs. 

Among the suggestions is that the level 
of workmen’s compensation benefits, 
enhanced by their tax-free nature, not be 
so close to regular take-home pay that the 
incentive to report to work is diminished.

School insurance 
revamping studied

Granite, Cily Board of Education 
members indicated at Tuesday night's 
board meeting that they favor. self- 
insuring employees for heaith care, rather 
than continuing to pay more than $750,000 
per year in insurance premiums. 

The board authorized insurance con- 
sultant James Gallivan to prepare bid 
specifications on various packages which 
would provide life insurance and. “‘stop- 
loss’’ insurance which would assure the 
district could not be ruined by. catastrophic 
claims. 

One of the packages also is to offer the 
company providing the life insurance the 
opportunity to administer the health 
claims under contract with the school 
district, while the district pays for ap- 
proved claims 

‘Two lypes of stop-loss insurance also are 
to be bid, one which would set a maximum 
on the total the district would have to pay, 
should claims exceed a specific amount, 
probably around $850,000. The other would 
set. a maximum the. district. would be 
required to pay per covered employee. 

allivan has estimated the district could 
ave from $40,000 to $60,000 per year by 
self-insuring its health benefits, rather 
than utilizing an insurance company. The 
savings would be between 5 and 7.5 per- 
cent, his study has shown. 

Self-insuring has several advantages 
and disadvantages, his report noted. 
Among the advantages is thal the school 
district can control a reserve of cash 
available for benefits and can collect in- 
terest on that deposited reserve. 

Self-insuring also would save the district 
the profit and some of the overhead and 
administrative expenses included by the 
insurance companies in their premium 
rates. 

Once an adequate “reserve” has been 
deposited in the district's insurance fund, 
the district will need only pay into the-fund 
an amount equal to that month's benefits 
paid to employees to remain solvent, the 
study showed 

Disadvantages include the cost of stop- 
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loss insurance and the problem. of self. 
administration of the program 

Dale C. Rea, assistant to the superin- 
tendent, told the board he feels strongly 
the administration of the program should 
be contracted out to an insurance firm, 
which would probably cost $25,000 to 
$40,000 per year 

He said the administrative service 
would relieve the district of requirements 
for medical review boards, legal services 
should there be disputed claims, and a 
great deal of additional work in processing 
the claims. 

He also said that Gallivan has indicated 
more companies are likely to bid on the 
stop-loss insurance, probably at a lower 
premium, if the administration of the 
health program is part of the life and stop. 
loss insurance package 

Comparisons of the premiums paid 
during the past 12 months and the actual 
claims for the school district’ paid by the 
Great-West Insurance Co., shows that the 
school district could have saved $187,129 in 
one-year period by self-insuring. 

Claims between Sept. 1, 1977, and Aug 
31, 1978, totaled $574,240, while premiums 
paid totaled $761,369, Gallivan's research 
showed. 

For the first seven months of this year, 
claims have averaged $49,489, while 
premiums to Greal-West have averaged 
$68,959 per month, a $19,470 difference. 

It is projected that during 1978, 
Premiums would total $814,472, while 
claims are estimated at $638,869 in 
Gallivan'’s report, a projected $175,603 
savings, minus the costs of administration 
and stop-loss insurance 

Gallivan recommended agains! the 
district’ self-insuring life insurance 
benefits and the board concurred. 

Board members agreed that the decision 
whether to self-insure can be made afler 
the bidding, when more specific figures 
are available for study 

Rea indicated he did not feel conversion 
plans, run-off claims, and separation of the 

s nsurance liability would present 
major problems, should the district decide 
to self-insure health benefits.

When he began looking into the matter, 
Decatur said; he found that a building 
permit issued by the City building in- 
spector's office for the garage structure 
fails to list any of the required permit 
information such as size of the building, 
what it is to be used for, types of material, 
size and depths of foundation or footings 
and other perintent details. 

“Not only that,” Decatur noted, “but the 
permit does not bear the signature of the 
building inspector (Anthony Rusick) but is 
rubber stam, 

The permit lists a construction value of 
$2,500 and lists Dorothy Jones of 3115 
Wayne Ave., as the owner of the ground, 
and David Jones as contractor. The permit 
application is signed by David Jones as 
owner. 

Decatur said that he had talked with 


‘other inspectors of the city’s inspection 


department and was informed the building 
has been wired with 100 amperage service 
and that plumbing plans call for three 
outlets, 

“This sounds like more than a garage to 
me ...‘Why would a garage have three 
plumbing outlets?," Decatur asked. 

Emerald Dawes, city inspector, replied 
that there is no proof the structure is being 
built as living quarters. 

} "It doesn’t become a home until 
‘someone moves into it,” Dawes said 

One Alderman asked Callis if it would 
‘constitute a violation if someone moves 
‘into the building as living quarters 

“Absolutely,"” Callis teplied. 

Dawes admitted that his building in- 
‘spection department had erred in not 
obtaining detailed information required in 
{the building permit forms, explaining the 
cpermit was issued by a manpower em- 
‘ployee who no longer is with the city. 

“The permit should have had dimen- 
ssions and other information,” Dawes 
teonceded. ‘All the permit says is that it is 
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for a garage.”” 

He said procedure in issuing permits has 
been corrected. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer of the Second 
Ward asked Rusick if the garage was built 
in accordance with zoning regulations and 
Rusick said the garage was built within 
three feet of the sideline and that so far as 
he knew the variance from a minimum 
five-foot sideline in zoning regulations was 
not cleared through the zoning appeals 

rd. 


Dawes told the aldermen that the builder 
went to his neighbors and was told they 
had no objections to his building in that 
location. 

Charles Douglas, an alderman of Ward 
One, remarked the building supposed 
to go to the Appeals Board for such 
clearan 

“He didn't. We violated the rules by 
letting this permit to him,’ Dawes 
responded. 

Dawes emphasized that the builder 
“should not be blamed for this. We (in- 
spection officials) were the ones to blame 
in this case.” 

After the council approved Decatur’s 
motion instructing Callis to look into facts 
of the case, Douglas presented a motion 
providing that hereafter all building 
permits be signed personally by Rusick 
“and not rubber-stamped.” 

The aldermen approved the motion 
unanimously, but Dawes noted:

The Right Rey, Archiman- 
drite Boris T. Geeza, *55, the 
Orthodox Church of America’s 
(OCA) bishop-elect of 
Manhattan (N.Y.), and 
Chancellor of its San Francisco 
and Western U. S. Diocese, was 
unanimously elected nominee to 
become ruling Bishop of the 
Chicago and Minneapolis 
Diocese Monday at a diocesan 

fativity of the 
Virgin Mary Eastern Orthodox 
Church in Madison. 

Presiding at the special 
session of the assembly was His 
Grace, Bishop Dmitri, of Dallas 
and the Southern States, 
representing His Bealitude, 
Metropolitan Theodosius, 
Primate of the Orthodox Church 
in America, presently visiting 
heads of Orthodox Churches 
abroad 

The diocesan vacancy was 
created by the retirement of His 
Eminence, Archbishop John 
(Garklavs), 80, on Sept. 1, after 
22 years as ruling hierarch of 
the area 

Tt remains for the OCA's Holy 
Synod of Bishops, who meet in 
New York City Oct. 17-18, to 
consider the nomination and 
formally act on Archimandrite 
Geeza’s election to the post — 
an OCA statutory responsibility 
of the synod 

A widower since 1971, Father 
Geeze was named bishop-elect 
of Manhattan by the Holy Synod 
in July as a potential aid to His 
Beatitude, . Metropolitan 
‘Theodosius. 

He was tonsured into 
monasticism by the 
Metropolitan at the Protection 
of the Holy Virgin Cathedral in 
New York City on Sept. 16 and 
elevated to the rank of ar- 
chimandrite on the following 
day. The date for his con- 
secration to the episcopacy had 


not been determined. 

Since his bishop-elect post 
s an auxiliary bishop, OCA 
statutes permitted — con- 
sideration of Archimandrite 
Geeza as nominee for ruling 
bishop of a diocese, ~a 
nomination for which already 
ruling diocesan bishops are not 
eligible 

Should his election as 
Diocesan Bishop of Chicago and 
Minneapolis by the Holy Synod 
of Bishops be, formalized, 
considered a probable action; 
he will be consecreted in 
Chicago. 

A veteran of 22 years service 
in the U. S. Navy Chaplains 
Corps, retiring in 1975 with the 
rank of commander, 
Archimandrite Geeza served as 
dean of Orthodox Chaplains in 
the U. S. Armed Forces. He is a 
graduate of — Columbia 
University and graduated from 
St. Vladimir's — Orthodox 
Theological Seminary, 
Crestwood, N. Y:, in 1946. 

He was married in 1946 to 
Helen Korba and has two 
children: Boris, 27 and Helena, 
25. His wife died in 1971 

Following , seminary 
graduation, he served as choir 
director and. teacher at Three 
Saints Russian Orthodox 
Chruch, Garfield, N. J., until his 
ordination into the priesthood in 
i947. From 1947. until com- 
missioned a chaplain in March 
1953, he was pastor of St 
Nicholas Orthodox Church in 
Wierton, W. Va. As chaplain, he 
served at sea, in Japan, Viet- 
nam and the U. S. 

Upon retirement from the 
chaplaincy, he pursued post- 
graduate sstudies at St 
Vladimir's Seminary, and was 
appointed dean of San Fran- 
cisco's Holy Trinity Orthodox 
Cathedral, named chancellor of 
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the diocese and represented it 
on the OCA's Metropolitan 
Council. 

Archimandrite Geeza was 
born in Portage, Pa., and is the 
son of the late V. Rev. Theodore 
and Mary (Youshok) Geeza.

The engineer submitted a schedule 
under which the railroad hopes to work in 
the ‘crossing replacement from Monday 
through Oct. 27, but.Monroe Brewer, city 
engineer, told thé aldermen that he had

Several aldermen noted that since it had. 
taken a long time to bring about the

Niedringhaus is identically the same as 
the price quoted for the other street work. 

If there is any change from the original 
unit price, he said, new bids for the 
Niedringhaus job would be required 

The discussion prompted the traditional 
discussion about the condition of other rail 
crossings in the city and Alderman Fred 
“Pat” Schuman asked what might be done 
to force the rail lines to replace other 
crossings. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer remarked that 
the crossing at American Steel Foundries, 
which is within the city’s jurisdiction of 
repair, ‘is in awful shape.”” 

Warren Decatur, an alderman of the 
Fourth Ward, said, ‘Most of the com- 
plaints we aldermen get are about the 
condition of the-railroad crossings." This 
brought a response from Roy Poulos of the 
Third Ward who said, ‘“‘We've been talking 
about this ever since I came on the 
council.” 

The council voted to authorize Brewer to 
proceed with negotiations with Reese 
Construction Co. for asphalt work on the 

iringhaus crossing job, which is ex- 
pected to cost about $35,000. 

Total cost of the improvement is ex- 
pected to exceed $300,000, under an 
authorization issued by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission in July 1977. 

The ICC order was issued on a petition 
by four operating railroads using the 
tracks, in which they propose to finance 


The railroads to which the authorization 
has been issued include the Norfolk & 
Western, Terminal Railroad Association, 
Illinois Central Gulf and Consolidated Rail 
Corp. 

The order also is directed to the city of 
Granite Cily which will be required to pay 
part of the cost of the street widening and 
resurfacing of Niedringhaus Avenue. 
Mayor Paul Schuler told the council that of 
the total cost, Granite City will be required 
to spend about $28,000 

The railroads petitioned the ICC last 
May for an order to install automatic 
signals and gates, to eliminate the wat- 
chman’s tower which has been in use at 
that crossing for many years, and to widen 
the street from its present 36 feet to 46 feet. 

Schuler noted that widening of a portion 
of Niedringhaus Avenue in the vicinity of 
the tracks, will be the only phase of the 
work in which Granite City will be in- 
volved or required to pay part of the cost 

‘The order set out that estimated cost of 
the signalization work is $152,576, with 
crossing and track work to cost another 
$121,435 and the street work to cost about

Q. We've just Converted the 
space over our garage into a

The Metro Suburban 
Athletic Conference

EDWARDSVILLE — A new athletic 
conference for Granite City’s two high 
schools is almost in sight. In fact, if all 
Boes according to plan, it will begin 
operation next school year with five 
sschools, 

‘The name for the new loop (though 
not yet official) will be the Metro 
Suburban Athletic Conference. 
“That's the name we've been batting 
around,” said Edwardsville Athletic 
Director Dick Ford. ‘However, it 
won't be official until approved by the 
committee, and the conference has 
been given approval by the various 
school boards involved. 

THE MEMBERS of the new con- 
ference will be Granite City North; 
Granite City South, Edwardsville, 
Cahokia and Belleville Althoff. 

Originally, thought had been among 
those starting the loop that there be 
six teams involved. “But we've got to 
get this thing started with what we've 
got,’ said Edwardsville Athletic 
Director Dick Ford. “We can't just sit 
around waiting. We can always add 
another team when the time comes.” 

South Athletic Director Roger 
Smith said that he wished a sixth team 
could have been found. ‘‘There are a 
couple of schools we might still add 
later.”” he said. “But right now. we'll 
have to go with five.” 

NORTH A.D, Bryan Wilkinson 
feels that “five is better than none at 
all,” 

“I think that six or even more 
schools would be a _ desirable 
situation,’ he said. ‘In fact, O'Fallon 
and Mascoutah could possibly leave 
the Mississippi Valley Conference in 
the future because of their growing 
size. Those two teams would be ideal 
for us," 

The names Mount Vernon and 
Centralia have been batted around 
when talk of the new conference has 
come up. What about them? They're 
long-time members of the South Seven 
Conference, one with as much 
prestige and tradition around the 
state as the Southwestern Conference. 

“While they have listened to us, 
they haven't really shown as much 
interest in us as we have in them,” 
said Wilkinson. "But the other 
members of the conference have sort 
of been wanting to get those two 
schools out of the conference for quite 
a while now, * 

“They feel Centralia and Mount 
Vernon are getting to be too big,” he 
said. ‘In fact the issue-of dropping 
them and adding Murphysboro came 
toa vote a couple of years ago, but 
failed by one vote.” 

The reason that the conference 
could drop two schools and add one 
and still keep the name South Seven is 
because there have been eight schools 
in the loop for_nearly 20 years, since

ACCORDING to Smith, the A.D.'s of 
each school have been meeting and 
ironing out schedules in at least two 
conference sports, for beginning play 
next year. 

“We've been scheduling basketball 
and football, said Smith. ‘‘Those are 
the two sports that are the most in- 
volved when it comes to making — 
and breaking — schedules and con- 
tracts. 

“For the most part, the scheduling 
hasn't been too hard,"’ added Smith. 
“Because we already play most of the 
conference teams at least once. 


“Bul the problems arose because in 
a conference, you have to play each 
team twice in each sport. That means 
I had to drop some schools from next 
year’s schedule in both football and 
basketball." 

AMONG THE SCHOOLS dropped 
by South in basketball are Quincy 
Notre Dame and Belleville East 
(once). In football, South will not be 
playing Alton and Collinsville. 

“We've got the schedules for those 
two sports, but we're going to have to 
wait on approval from the board: 
before we go on into the other sports,”’ 
said Smith. ‘‘The others aren't as 
involyed as basketball and football.”” 

‘The dnly real holdup now on the new 
loop is the writing of by-laws and a 
constitution, The members of the 
committee in charge of that are 
Gilbert Walmsley, principal of GCHS 
North, Neil Schmilzel, principal at 
Edwardsville High School who is also 
the spokesman for the new con- 
ference, and Glenn Schaate, the 
athletic director at Cahokia High 
School. They had their first meeting in 
Edwardsville Tuesday night. 

“LHOPE we can get these (by-laws 
and constitution) done 
quickly,” said Schmizel. “I can't put 
an exact date on it, of course, but once 
we get it started it shouldn't take too 
long.””

Once again, we pass on tips 
for Halloween safely from the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Health. These safety hints are 
issued to help make Halloween 
a safe and happier event for 
children, ff 

First, costumes. Whether 
they are bought or homemade, 
be sure they are fire resistant, 
Look for “flameproof"’ labels 
when purchasing costumes, 
masks, beards or wigs 

Also, costumes should be 
short enough so children won't 
trip on them, and light and 
bright enough tobe clearly 
visible to motorists on dimly 
lighted streets. 

Children can carry flashlights 
— or reflective tape can be sewn 
on their costumes, 

Masks and other disguises 
should not restiret vision or 
breathing. Plastic bags over 
faces can cause suffocation. 
The safest mask is a natural one 
made of cosmetics or charcoal, 
applied directly to the skin, ~ 

Another precaution is to be 
sure ¢andle-lighted jack-o- 
lanterns are not set on door: 
steps or other places where 
children may brush against’ 
them, Don’t jet children carry 
candles or other open flame, 
even inside a pumpkin. : 

A responsible older perfon 
should accompany young 
“trick-or-treaters,” ang keep 
them constantly in sigh?, 

Before your children go out on 
Halloween, caution them 
against running across lawns or 
backyards where they might 
trip or fall in the darkness. 

Also caution them against 
dashing into the streets from 
between parked cars, and 
against eating the treats they 
collect until the candy, apples 
and other ‘goodies have been 
carefully examined by an adult.

A program on Women In The 
Development of America was 
continued with a study of two 
little known women, presented 
by Miss Lily Dod at a meeting 
last week of Bay View Reading 
Club. 

In her review, Miss Dod 
selected Winifred Mason Huck 
who was born in Chicago in the 
20th century. Her father, a U.S. 
Congressman died in 1922, and 
Mrs. Huck decided to run for his 
seat in Congress. Although she 
was a wife and mother with 
little money to spend on a 
political campaign, Mrs. Huck 
was elected in 1923, the first 
woman and mothef to serve in 
that particular office. 

The second segment of the, 
program related to a woman 
from the Revolutionary days, 
Deborah Sampson, born in 1760 
at Phympton, Mass. Her 
parents died when she was five 
years old and she was sent to 
live with relatives and at age 10 
was indentured as a housemaid, 
Unhappy with her life she soon 
enlisted in the Army and was 
able to conceal the fact she was 
a woman until she was wounded 
in battle for a second time. Miss 
Sampson was discharged in 1783 
and received a disability 
pension of $4 a month for life.

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Violent crime of rape plagues area despite intensified 
prosecution; patterns give clues to avoiding molesters 


Authorities in recent years have con- 
cluded that rape is a crime of violence, a 
reflection of character flaws and 
behavioral disturbances rather than the 
previous concept of a male reacting to 
female allure or enticement. Not even 90- 
year-old great-great-grandmothers are im- 
mune from being victimized by the war- 
ped, cruel individuals who commit sexual 
molestation. 

Madison County appropriately is 
Pioneering in a concentrated effort to 
locate, prosecute and imprison rapists. 

Whether this may be a factor ‘in 
numerous cases coming to light this year is 
unknowh, but it is indisputable that there 
are some brutal persons seeking to harm 
vulnerable potential victims in this 
vicinity. How to reduce the number of 
future occurrences is a topic of real in- 
terest to the entire community. 

Monday's Press-Reécord illustrated the 
prevalence of the problem. A front page 
article told of extensive evidence being 
presented against a man who allegedly vic- 
timized five girls and women — on Aug. 8, 
12 and 23 and Sept. 7 and 13 — in this 
region, Three other news reports on Pages 
2 and 4 Monday were titled “Police probe 
rape case,” “Woman raped in Venice” and 
“Granite City woman and child escape ab- 
ductor.” 


A former county-level, information “of- 
ficer used to spend a lot of his time and 
energy — we won't credit him with 
having much intellect or judgment to 
devote to the task — in trying to hide or 
minimize reports of molestation. 

He knew that victims wouldn't’ be 
publicized by name, but he still tried to 
cover up as many cases as he could, ap- 
parently to make Madison County appear 
more crime-free than it actually is. The 
county may well be about as safe as other 
counties, and safer than many, but it is 
foolish to create an artificial sense of well- 
being rather than a realistic awareness of 
one’s surroundings. 


The greater the public realization of 


criminat activity within a community or 
county — and the more knowledge among 
citizens of where, when and how particular 
crimes are taking place — the better the 
opportunity to avoid falling prey to 
wrongdoers. 

This is a fine community, but 
fection is not of this world.” 

It behooves all people and all officials to 
do everything they can to deter violent 
crime, and to swiftly and surely identify 
and remove from society those who cannot 
be trusted to live peaceably within it.

Need to top $600,000 in fair share giving— Donovan 


Guest comment by William P. Donovan, 
general chairman, fall 1978 campaign of 
the Tri-Cities Area United Way — The 
1979 Tri-Cities Area United-Way budget to 
fund projected needs in the operation: of 
the TCAUW's currently existing agencies 
and special projects will reach well beyond 
$600,000. This is based on the anticipated 
allocation recommendation from the. 
budget allocation committee, which has 
nearly completed its review of the funding 
proposals submitted by TCAUW agencies 

The projected recommendation is 
$622,600 without allowance or con- 
sideration for collection losses due to non- 
payment of pledges or changes in local em- 
ployment conditions, Normally, this may 

‘ range from three to seven percent nation- 
wide, This means that another $22,400 may 
need to be recorded in pledges to insure 
that minimum funding needs, based on the 
recommended budgets, can be met. 

This recommendation results in an in- 
crease of nearly 21 percent over the 
current TCAUW approved budgtt, in- 
cluding allowance for losses, rather than 
the eight percent goal increase approved 
earlier this year which was based on a sur- 
vey of realistic goal achievement potential 
at that time and amounted to $548,000. 

‘We have now the opportunity to try to 
meet this recommendation which, in- 
cluding the allowance for uncollectable 
items, equals $645,000. We can.achieve 
this in many ways. Two are, (1) look at our 
own corporate, individual or employee 
group fair share giving potential, planning 

| and organizing to reach-our full potential, 
and (2) making sure that, no matter where 
we stand in our full fair share potential at- 
tainment, we favorably consider a 21 per- 
cent increase over the amount we pledged 


last year as individuals, employee groups, 
professionals and corporations. 

If we do those things*that we know we 
must, the opportunity for reaching this 
United Way private citizen volunteer ob- 
jective of $645,000 will surely be there. 

The campaign, which began for me very

A former Army officer working for the 
GSA in Chicago managed to steal 
somewhere between $300,000 and 
$900,000 in the agency's merchandise. 

In another case, an arms control agency 
employee used.a GSA credit card to pur- 
chase $360,000 worth of film. which he 
sold. Many of those caught received only 
suspended sentences. 

On. top of everything, GSA ad- 
ministrators who complained about the 
fraud often were reprimanded and sent to 


lesser jobs. 


The public is tired of these shenanigans 
— which at best are an utter disregard for 
hard-earned tax dollars. Those assigned to 
clean up the GSA’s act and rid it of a hard 
core of crooks had best make sure they do 
a thorough job.

There were at least three 


. economic “Dark Ages’ in 


history, in which a sudden 


. collapse of the wealth-making 


process led to the extinction, or 
virtual extinction, of civilized 
living, and the process. of 
Tecovéry was very.slow and 
painful: © 

‘The last of these.three Dark 
Ages extinguished Roman 
civilization in Western Europe, 
in the Sth ‘Century A.D. 

It was not until” the 
Century that equivalent li 
standards were again achieved 
1 the recovery thus took 800 
years*Society again feW into a 
Malthusian trap in the 14th 
Century and again recovery 
was slow, though more sure this 
time, as ~ intermediate 
technology spread more widely, 
and methods of handling and 
employing money became more 
sophisticated 

Even by the first half of the 
18th Century, however, it was 
rare for even the most ad- 
vanced géconomies, those of 
England and: Holland, to 
achieve 1 percent growth in any 
year. 

And there is a possibility (1 
myself would put it higher) that 
mankind would again have 
fallen into a Malthusian trap 
towards the end of the 18th 
Century if industrial capitalism 
had not -made its dramatic 
appearance 

And it was dramatic. By the 
beginning of the 1780s, in 
England, an unprecedented 
annual growth rate of 2 percent 
had been achieved. During that 
decade, the 2 per cent was 
raised to 4 percent. 

This was the great: historic 
“lift off,” and a 4 percent an- 
nual compound growth rate was 
sustained for the next 50 years, 
on average. 

Since this. English, and also 
Scottish, performance was 
‘accompanied by the export of 
capital, patents, machine tools 
and skilled manpower to 
several other advanced nations, 
the phenomenon soon became 
international 

In Britain in the 19th Century, 
the size of the working 
population multiplied four-fold. 

Real wages doubled in the 
half-century — 1800-1850, and 
doubled again, 1850-1900. 

This meant there was a 1600 
percent increase in the 
production and consumption of 
wage-goods during the century. 
Nothing like this had happened 
anywhere before, in the whole 
of history. 

From the 1850s onward, in 
Belgium, France, Austria- 
Hungary, above all in Germany 
and the U.S., even higher 
growth rates were obtained; 
and feudal empires like Japan 
and Russia were able to 
telescope a development 
process which in Britain had 
stretched over centuries into a 
mere generation or two. 

In short, after nearly five 
recorded millenia of floun- 
dering about in relative or 
absolute poverty, humanity 
suddenly in the 1780s began to 
hit on the right formula:’ in- 
dustrial capitalism. 

Consider the magnitude of the 
change over the last 200 years 
or less. 

We all know the wealth of 
present-day West Germany: All 
of us (I am sure) have seen it 
for ourselves. 

In the year 1800, in the whole 
of Germany there were less 
than 1,000 people with annual 
incomes of $1,000 a year or 
more. Or again, take France. 

France now has more 
automobiles per capita even 
than. Germany, and more 
second homes per family than 
any other country in Europe 

In the 1780s, four-fifths of 
French families spent 90 per- 
cent of their incomes simply a 
buying bread — only bread — 
stay alive. 

It is a profound error of fact, 
in my view, to see what Blake 
called the ‘‘dark, satanic mills” 
of the industrial revolution, as 
the enslavement of man. 
| The factory system, however 
harsh it may have been, was’ the 
road to freedom for millions of 
agriculture workers. 

They voted for industrial 
capitalism with their feet not 
only because they felt in their 
bones tlat it meant a modest 
prosperity for their “children 
and grandchildren — and on the 
whole they have been proved 
abundantly right — but because 
they knew it meant a new 
degree of freedom for them- 
selves. 

Indeed, the success of in- 
dustrilization, despite all its 
evils, continues to persuade 
countless ordinary men and 
women, ~all over the world, to 
escape the poverty - and 
restraints of rural status- 
society and to enter the free 
labor markets of the towns. 

It is more marked in the free 
market economies, but it is 
marked everywhere. 

Short of evacuating the cities 
by force and terror, as is now 
apparently being practiced in

“individualism 


parts of southeast Asia, there is 
no way to stop this human flood. 

There seems to be an almost 
irresistible urge in human 
beings to move away from the 
status society to contractual 
the central 
feature of industria] capitalism. 

And this operates even in 
totalitarian societies, as witness 
the efforts, for instance, of the 
Chinesé and Polish govern- 
ments to limit the urban ex- 
plosions they are experiencing. 

Well, if industrial 
capitalism is both unique in 
its wealth-producing 
capacity, and also has the 
endorsement of -a popular 
mandate, why is it under 
threat? And who | is 
threatening it? 

First, and in some ways the 
most important, is that the free 
enterprise idea is losing, if it 
has not already lost, the’ in- 
tellectual and moral battle. 

In the 1950s, it was the 
prevailing wisfom among the 
Jeading thinkers of the West, 
that the growth of higher 
education was directly 
productive of industrial growth 
— that the more university 
graduates we turned out, the 
faster the GNPs of the West 
would rise. 

This was the thesis outlined 
by President Clark Kerr of 
Berkeley, in his 1963 Godkin 
lectures at Harvard, and it was 
a thesis put forward with im- 
mense effect in Britain, by Sir 
Charles, now Lord Snow. 

Mr. Kerr said: ‘‘What the 
railroads did for the second half 
of the last century, and’ the 
automobile for the first half of 
this century, may be done for 
the second half of the 20th 
Century by the knowledge in- 
dustry: that is, to serve as the 
focal point for national 
growth.” 

And Mr. Kerr added that 
more graduates would not only 
mean a bigger GNP but act as a 
reinforcement for middle class 
democracy, with all its 
freedoms. 

Now to speak of the 
“Knowledge industry” was to 
ask for trouble. Knowledge is 
not a -manufactured com- 
modity. 

There is knowledge for good 
and knowledge for evil, as the 
Book: of Genesis says. 

The 1960s, during which most 
nations doubled, and in some 
cases trebled, their university 
places, did not reinforce 
democratic freedoms or 
enlarge the GNP or strengthen 
the free enterprise system. 

They produced the students’ 
tevolts. They produved the Red 
Brigades. They produced an 
enormous explosion of Marxist 
studies. 

Industrial capitalism, and the 
free market system, is 
presented as destructive of 
human happiness, -corrupt, 
immoral, wasteful, inefficient 
and, above all, doomed. 

There is a second threat, what 
I call the “Ecological Panic.”’ 
Now this movement, again, 
began with the best intentions. 

I well remember when Rachel 
Carson's work, “The Silent 
Spring,” first appeared in The 
New Yorker, and the surprise 
and concern it rightly aroused. 

We were tending to ignore 
some of the destructive side 
effects of very rapid industrial 
expansion 

The wave of concern that 
followed was justified, and the 
steps then taken, notably the 
clean air policies, and the 
policies for cleansing lakes and 
waterways, have’ been spec- 
tacularly successful. 

But most of these were put in 
hand before the ecological panic 
started. 

Once ecology became a 
fashionable good cause, as it did 
in the late 1960s, reason, logic 
and proportion’ flew out the 
window. 

It became a campaign not 
against pollution, but against 
growth itself, and. especially 
against free enterprise growth 
totalitarian Communist 
growth was somehow less 
morally offensive. 

One of the- most important 
developments of our time’ (I 
would argue) is the growth, as a 
consequence of the rapid 
decline of Christianity, of 
irrationalist substitutes for it. 

These are not necessarily 
religious, or even quasi- 
religious. Often they. ‘are 
pseudo-scientific in form,as for 
instance the weird philosophy of 
the late Teilhard de Chardin. 

‘The ecology panic is another 
example. It is akin to the 
salvation panic of 16th-Century 
Calvinism. 

When you expel the priest, 
you do not inaugurate-the age of 
reason — you get the witch 
doctor. 

But whereas Calvinist 
salvation panic’ may have 
contributed to the rise. of 
capitalism, the ecology panic 
could be the death of it. 

°A third factor ‘in the future 
\ of capitalism is the grawth of 
government. 

It is no accident that the in- 
dustrial revolution took place in

but the department is ex- 
periencing excessive vandalism 
problems.

To the Editor: 

“You ought to be locked up” 
— or at least your home should 
be — even when you are in it. 

Many thefts occur’ from 
rooms in the front of residences 
when the occupants are outside 
on the back patio or deck or are 
working in the yard, 

A thief seeing that the family 
is busy in the yard knocks.on the 
front door. He enters when no 
one answers, and pilfers the 
home while the residents are 
busy outside. 

Locking the front of the house 
while you are out back will 
normaily prevent this type of 
burglary. 

Keeping the dogrs locked 
while the family members are 
in the house, especialy if one 
member is home alone wiil 


reduce the possibility of an 
intruder entering the residence 
and committing a crime against 
whoever is home, 

It is a good idea to determine 
who is knocking on the front 
door before you open it 

An intercom system or a 
peephole door viewer should be 
utilized, 

At the very least, look out a 
window to seé who is on the 
porch before opening the door. 

Many criminals have used a 
pretext of being a repairman, 
policeman, salesman or even a 
clergyman to gain access to a 
residence to commit a crime. 

If you are not certain who it is 
at the front door, do not open the 
door. Don't admit that person if 
you are home alone. 

Also, do not admit to anyone 


o 


that you are home alone. 
If necessary, call a neighbor 
and have that neighbor come 


out on his or her porch and 


watch while you open your front 
door and speak to whoever it is 
on your doorstep. - 

You, of course, should offer to 
do the same thing for your 
neighbor. 

Many times, one expects to 
hecome the victim of crime if he 
goes shopping or goes on a trip. 
But, all too many times, people 
become victims of crimes when 
they least expect it, when they 
open their own front door, 

Lock on to a good idea — keep 
your front door locked.

They 
fought for the right to use their 
paved roads they had paid for, 
while the railroads had other 
ideas. 

The animals they knew were 
either house pets on four leg$ or 
the ones on two legs who broke 
into their homes to steal their 
wordly goods. 

Their idea of a quiet evening 
at home was watching TV and 
eating popcorn. If they were 
lucky, they{evenhad an air- 
conditioner or a box fan to make 
them more comfortable. 

‘Thei¥ heat in the winter came 
from a gas or electric furnace 
and they had hot water at the 


turn of a knob, 

This is what I always con- 
sidered the fruits of life. I 
looked upon my hometown as 
the ideal place to live out your 
life in comfort and peaceful 
tranquilty, 

That is, until I moved to the 
country. Then I learned the real 
way of living was down those 
country roads — the roads that 
were often unpaved and many 
times got washed out by a good 
rain. But those roads always 
took me where I wanted to go. 

T found you raised your own 
food. Then you slaughtered it or. 
canned it. You knew there were 
no preservatives or cancer- 
causing agents involved in their 
preparation. And they always 
tasted so good when served the 
way only a country cook can do 
them justice. 

The recipes I learned from 
those country women could 
tantalize the taste buds of a king 
and have them coming back 
begging for more 

Many times we had-no run- 
ning water, You went toa pump 
out back which you pumped 
yourself. 

Oh, we had hot water; after it 
sat on the stove for a while. And 
many times that stove was 
forever burning, because you 
were the one pushing the wood 
into it. 

We not only cooked on a wood 
stove, we had a stove for 
heating the rest of the house 
which also used wood. You got a 
lot of exercise getting your fuel 
so you could eat or stay warm. 

jut the woods were beautiful 
anytime of the year. Many 
times you acquired a tasty 


morsel from those woods for a 
meal on your table. 

Your evenings were spent 
many times in entertaining. 
Your main company was a sow 
giving birth toa litter of pigs. Or 
maybe a cow was having 
trouble bringing forth her calf, 

When the weather turned bad, 
you didn’t worry about your 
comfort, Your animals came 
first, for they were your friends 
and your food. 

But some good things must 
come to an end, as mine did. As 
good as the country roads were 
to me, the money made in the 
country was not so good. 

Therefore, I was forced to 
move back to my small 
hometown. Only now, it wasn’t 
so small, It had grown to such a 
proportion that I found myself 
getting lost quite often when 
traveling through it. 

I found the factories antl big 
stores had bought up a lot of the 
land which once held open _ 
spaces and trees, 

The money was better and 
many of my old friends were 
still there in my hometown. But 
my heart and dreams were left 
behind on those country roads 
where I used to travel without 
fear. 

I shall always remember the 
wonderful experiences I 
received while learning the 
other way some people live, 
even today. 

I believe the Lord made 
country roads for people to 
travel and find themselves 
again when their small 
hometowns are no longer small.

East St. Louis federal court for 
Madison County as of April '79 


President Carter on Monday 
signed into law legislation to 
change boundaries of the 
federal court districts in 
Illinois. The goal he cited is to 
provide more efficient court 
administration and service. 

The legislation, which was 
introduced in April by Senators 
Charles H. Perey (R-IIl.) and 
Adlai E: Stevenson (D-Ill.), 
realigns the federal court 
boundaries to create a Nor- 
thern, Central and Southern 
District. The new districts 
replace the existing Northern, 
Southern and Eastern Districts. 

The realignment makes no 
changes in the locations of 
federal district courts, but will 
put Madison County in a new 
district based in East St. Louis, 
instead of the present 
Springfield headquarters. 

The changes in the court 
boundaries will become ef- 
fective six months from Oc.t 2. 

The Percy-Stevenson 
measure was approved by the 
Senate in August.

late 18th Century England. It 
was a period of minimum 
government. 

The industrial revolution — 
perhaps the most important 
single event in human history — 
seems to have occurred without 
the English government even 
noticing 

By the time it did, it was too 
late; happily — otherwise it 
would probably have stopped it. 

It is almost inevitable that 
government, particularly an 
active, interventionist gover- 
ment, should view free en- 
terprise with a degree of 
hostility, since it constitutes a 
countervailing power in the 
state. 

The tendency, then, is to cut 
free enterprise down to size, 
and this may be done in a 
number of ways. 

In the. U.S., the characteristic 
technique is government 
regulation and legal 
harassment, and this of course 
has been far more pervasive 
and strident since the ecolobby 
swung into action. 

In Britain the technique is 
both through direct assault — 
nationalization — and slow 
starvation. 

In a way, nationalization is 
ineffective, since it allows the 
public to make comparisons 
between the performance of thé 
nationalized sector and that of 
the free sector — nearly always 
to the latter’s advantage 

Starvation is more insidious. 
By this I mean the progressive 
transfer, by taxation and other 
government policies, of 
resources from the private to 
the publi¢ sector. 

In 1955, for instance, public 
expenditure in Britain as a 
proportion of GNP was just over 
40 percent. By 1975, twenty 
years later, it has risen to 
nearly 60 percent. 

The fourth factor, the trade 
unions, play an important part. 
In Britain, for instance, the 
trade unions can rightly claim 
that capitalism is inefficient, 
because they make sure it is 
inefficient. 

Ford workers in Britain, 
using exactly the same 
assembly line machinery as in 
West Germany, produced 
between 20 percent and 50 
percent fewer automobiles. 

The fifth threat — the threat 
from without — is bound to 
increase as the military 
superiority of the Soviet Union 
over the U.S. is reinforced. 

Thave never thought that the 
Communist system would 
triumph by a direct assault. I 
have always assumed that it 
would first establish an oVer- 
whelming military 


predominance and then, by 
pressure-and threats, begin to. 
draw the political and economic 
dividends of it. 

If the U.S. opts out of the 
competitive arms race with the 
Soviet Union, while providing, 
as she supposes, merely for her 
own defense, then we must 
expect to see this fifth threat 
hard at work winding up in- 
dustrial capitalism and free 
enterprise all over the world. 

Thus, when we ask “Has 
Capitalism a Future?” I an- 
swer: It all depends on the U.S. 

West Germany and Japan, it 
is true, have strong free en- 
terprise economies; they also 
have a tradition of state 
capitalism, and would adapt 
themselves with surprising 
speed and ‘readiness to a new 
collective order. 

France already has a huge 
public sector and a long 
tradition of dirigisme or 
etatisme. All three are Janus- 
faced. 

Britain, I believe, is 
profoundly anti-collective and 
will remain so if it continues to 
be given the choice. But its 
private enterprise system is 
now very weak, and its business 
and financial elites are 
demoralized and defeatist. 

I myself think that capitalism 
will survive, because of its 
enormous intrinsic virtues as a 
system for generating wealth, 
and promoting freedom. 

But those who man and 
control it must stop apologizing 
and go onto the ideological 
offensive. 

They must show to ordinary 
people that both the Communist 
world, and the Third World, are 
parasitical upon industrial 
capitalism for their * growth 
technology. 

That without capitalism, the 
200 years of unprecedented 
growth which have created the 
modern world, would gradually 
come to an end, 

We would have slow growth, 
then nil growth, then minus 
growth; and then the 
Malthusian catastrophe. 

In short, those who wish to 
maintain the capitalist system 
must endeavor to teach the 
world a little history. 

And remind it, and especially 
the young, that though man's 
achievements are great they 
are never as solid as they lool 

If man. makes the wrong 
choice, there is always another 
Dark Age wailing for him round 
the corner of time.

Toss a hearty 
main-dish salad

Salad, contrary to what 
some restaurants may have 
you believe, is more than a 
dish of chopped iceberg let- 
tuce with a cherry tomato or 
two and a glob of sticky blue 
cheese dressing. 

As practiced at some of the 
better salad bars, salad can 
be an entire meal, ‘replete 
with tiny shrimp, kidney 
beans or garbanzos, raw 
broccoli and cauliflower, 
grated cheese, croutons and 
other embellishments. 

With the addition of a 
whole-grain bread, a main- 
dish salad is an excellent 
blend of nutrients, encom- 
passing all the four food 
groups. Combine slices of 
beef or ham, chunks or slices 
of cheese (or a dairy-based 
dressing), fruit (or tomatoes) 
and vegetables (particularly 
dark green spinach, or bright 
orange carrots), and you 
have a delicious and nutrient- 
packed dinner. 

Practically anything goes 
on a main-dish salad. Cooked 
shellfish is an excellent, if 
somewhat expensive, choice. 
But you can stretch the sea- 
food by chopping it into a 
creamy , 

Leftover cooked beef, 
chicken or ham (even 
luncheon meat) goes well in a 
main-dish salad. 

Marinate leftover 
vegetables in the vinaigrette 
and toss them into a salad. 
Peas and green beans are 
particularly good, as are 
tender-crisp broccoli, cauli- 
flower and carrots. 

Bearis such as kidney beans 
and garbanzoes, are excel- 
lent additions, packing in a 
lot of protein and satisfying 
bearty appetites. 

Here are some maindish 
salad ideas,

Cards list health factors 


Like any, good friends, Ray 
Grisham sends ‘get well” cards 
when his friends are ill. But 
unlike most, he also sends “‘stay 
well” cards before they get 
sick. 

Grisham, district sales 
manager of Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company's Granite 
City distriet office, said that the 
cards he sends aren't merely 
greetings. “Stay well cards are 
offered by Metropolitan's 
Health and Safety Education 
Division as reminders of good 
health habits and to prepare 
people to cope with health 
emergencies, 

Metropolitan's ‘‘assortment"’ 
includes cards on heart attack 
signals, cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR), im- 
munization, emergency 
medical information and an 
emergency phone number 
finder. 

Grisham said that the com- 
pany began to distribute in- 
dividual cards in 1975. The 
subject of a public _ service 
campaign, each card was made 
available from every 
Metropolitan sales represen- 
tative, 

“The immunization card 
provides for a record covering 
each child’ in the family, and 
also serves as a reminder to 
parents of the schedule of 
vaccinations against each 
childhood disease. 

“The Early Warnings of a 
Heart Attack” card describes 
the symptoms victims might 
feel, any combination of which 
would increase the likelihood 
that he or she is in need of 
prompt medical attention. It 
also provides a list of crucial 
things that families can do 
before an emergency strikes, 

“The CPR card shows how to 
restore breathing and heart- 
beat, and can serve as a 
reminder to those who have had 
proper instruction," he said, 

“The emergency medical 


information card provides basic 
health information about the 
bearer, such as blood type and 
normal blood pressure. It’s 
especially helpful for those with 
a history of illness, or an allergy 
to certain foods or medication, 
so that if the victim of an 
emergency is unconscious these 
important facts will be 
ayailable to rescuers and 
physicians, . 
“The emergency phone 
number finder provides a place 
to record the numbers of local 
police, fire and ambulance, a. 
doctor, poison control- center 
and neighbor. It could. save 
valuable seconds in an 
emergency.” 
, Grisham said he will send a 
set of stay well cards'to anyone 
requesting them.

Revenue to 
state rising 
10% yearly 


What's happened to state 
spending; revenues and 
program costs in the eight years 
since Illinois enacted a state 
income tax? Comptroller 
Michael J. Bakalis  spollights 
some trends in his current 
monthly state fiscal report 
Some of the highlights: 

Since the start of the state 
income tax, state revenues have 
increased an average 10 percent 
annually, running 3_ percent 
abead of the consumer price 
index of cost-of-living factor. 

Far more state funds are now 
spent for Medicaid than any 
other public aid program. 

The cost of hospital care in 
medical assistance cases has 
risen from an average $258 per 
recipient in 1976 to $384 in fiscal 
1978, an.increase of 49 percent in 
two years. 

The state's general funds 
keeps improving, The available 
balance on Aug. 31 of this year 
was 247 million or almost double 
the comparable balance of $125 
million at the end of August a 
year ago. 

Lapse spending has gone in 
the “red” for the third straight 
year, The average: $70 million 

Revenues from state taxes 
continue to rise.

You should have 
seen the horse mishaps a century ago 


The yellow fever epidemic 
which had dominated the news 
in Illinois papers for the 
previous two months was 
beginning to fade in October 
1878. 

Its space was being taken 
over by political campaigns. 
unusual equine accidents, and 
lesser but notable events, ac- 
cording to a check of Illinois 
newspaper files of a hundred 
years ago. 

The epidemic had not ended 
by: Oct. 31, but Springfield's 
Illinois State Register on that 
day carried a headline reading: 

assing Away-— The Yellow 
Scourge Steadily Losing 
Vitality.” On the same date the 
Chicago Inter Ocean headline 
read: ‘Hundreds and 
Thousands of Southern People 
Returning to Their Homes.” 

Both papers carried prac- 
lically the same wording in 
their stories from New Orleans 
“For the past two days deaths 
from other causes have ex- 
ceeded ‘in number those from 


Register’s Oct. 

Cairo, Ill., read: “Two deaths 
since last night. No new cases. 
Frost this morning.” 


Although 1878’ was not a 
presidential election year, 
politicians were swarming over 
the State. One of the busiest wa! 
Gen, John A. Logan, who was 
seeking a U.S. Senate seat for 
the second time, 

His speaking schedule for one 
four-day period read: Mon. 
ticello, Oct..9; Clinton, Oct. 10; 
Paxton, Oct, 11; and Olney, Oct. 
12. These meetings were 
county-wide affairs and lasted 
most of the day. 

At Augusta (Hancock County, 
1970 population: 824) ‘‘the 
crowding of 3,000 people into 
two acres of space in the 
seminary grgunds was fot 
uncomfortable.“For more than 
two" hours and a half, the 
leading questions of the day 
were handled in a masterly 
manner" by the general

She 
went to a local dentist, who 
agreed that ‘‘dentistry had 
advanced to such a science that 
it was possible to transplant a 
tooth from the mouth of another 
person, which would take root 
and bloom as it had in its 
original gum.”” 

The difficulty was in finding 
“a tooth of such purity, delicacy 
and beauty as to be worthy" of 
its future companions. 

But “after a month or two," a 
young Spaniard entered the 
office “to receive some slight 
dental attention,’ and the 
doctor found the tooth he was 
looking for. “The young man 
spoke of his poverty (and) the 
doctor offered him $100 for the 
tooth,” 

The impecunious foreigner 
accepted and the exchange was 
arranged. Under terms of the 
agreement, neither the young 
lady nor the tooth donor was to 
know’ the identity of the other. 

At the appointed time, the 
young-man went to the dentist’s 
front office and “the lady, 
closely veiled’’ entered the rear 
office. The transfer was suc- 
cessfully made. 

With-his $100, the young man 
“made a fortunate purchase of 
stock and, step by step,” went 
on “until he had a-snug little

Tuition tax credit may hinge on timing

Now that the youngsters are 
trotting off to college, will they 
or thett parénts be able to claim 
a tuition tax credit when they 
file for federal income tax 
returns next year? Rep. Tom 
Corcoran, R-Ottawa, IIL, a co- 
sponsor of tuition tax credit 
legislation; believes the answer 
will be ‘tyes’ if Congress takes 
final action before the Nov. 7 
general election. 

If the tuition tax credit 
legislation is held over for a 
“lame duck” session, Corcoran 
is not nearly as confident. “If 
we hold it over until after the 
election,-it would be very easy 
for opponents to get votes to 
defeat it,"”” he said. 

Corcoran’s reasoning is 
simple: Few congressmen want 
to deny a tax break to hard- 
pressed students or parents this 
close to an election. 

But if the decision is delayed 
until after the election, a 
congressman could vote against 
it in the hope voters will forget 
before the next election rolls 
around 

A post-election vote also 
would make a “lame duck’’ 
congressman, defeated in the 
general election and hunting for 
a job, more susceptible to 
pressures from the Carter 
Administration, which opposes 
the tuition tax credit concept, 
Corcoran suggested 

Timing is critical. Current 
plans, admittedly tentative, call 
for Congress to adjourn on Oct 


The House and Senate leaders 
have said they will consider 
extending the adjournment date 
to mid-October if it looks like 
they can wrap up the major bills 
in an extra week to 10 days. 

If not, they will come back 
after the election to clean up 
their work before the next 


Congress takes office in 
January, 

The House and Senate have 
each passed tuition tax credit 
legislation, but the bills differ in 
several important ways. 

‘The Senate Bill provides the 
credits only for college 

tuitions; the House version 
also includes tuitions paid at 
private high schools and 
elementary schools. 

The Senate tax credits aré 
up to $250 initially and up to 
3500 by 1980 for each college 
student. The, House figures 
range from $100 to $250. 
Those differences will have to 
be resolved by a conference 

committee named by chairmen 
of the tax writing committees in 
each chamber. 

‘The House and Senate would 
then have to approve the con- 
ference report before the 
legislation is sent to Mr. Carter, 
who has threatened a veto. 

With the Congressional clock 
ticking away, that conference 
committee has yet to meet. 

Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman Russell Long, D-La., 
appointed Senate conferees ‘in 
August when the Senate passed 
its version of the bill. 


Although the House approved / 


its version before the Senate, 
House Ways’ and Means 
Committee Chairman Al 
Ullman, D-Ore., did not name 
the House-conferees until Sept. 
19. 

Corcoran doesn’t think 
Ullman delayed in the hope of 
thwarting tuition tax credits. 

Rather, he believes Ullman 
figured there was no rush 
because the Senate conferees 
are now preoccupied in 
resolving conflicts on the tax 
relief packages approved by the 
House and Senate. The Senate 
also is tied up with energy 
legislation. 

“T do not think it was a 
delaying tactic," Corcoran said.

“It is just recognition that until 
the energy and tax bills are. 
disposed of, the preoccupation 
with those issues will make it 
impossible for the tuition tax 
conferees to meet.” 

Corcoran also is still hopeful 
that tuition tax credits will be 
amended into the other tax 
legislation, rather than being 
sent to Pres. Carter ‘as a 
separate measure. 

As a separate bill, the 
president could veto it easily. 
As part of the overall tax 
package, it would be virtually 
veto-proof, Corcoran said. 

He sees Mr. Carter as 
possibly nat now being so quick 
to veto tuition tax credits, since 
the concept has drawn support 
nationwide and his own ap- 
proach has faltered. 

The administration's alter- 
native, expanding existing 
student grant programs to 
include more youngsters from 
middle-income families, is tied 


up in the House Rules Com- 
mittee, 

Corcoran believes the con- 
ference committee will make 
tuition tax credits more 
palatable to the president by 
limiting them to college 
students. 

The tuition tax credits are 
retroactive to Aug. 1. So, if 
Congress approves the credit 
this year — and if Mr. Carter 
does not veto it — taxpayers 
could claim the credit on the 
income tax forms they will file 
in 1979 for the 1978 tax year. 

But if the credits get lost in 
the rush to adjournment, tuition 
tax credit sponsors will have to 
“start from scratch” in 
January. 

And taxpayers will have to 
scratch a little harder to settle 
with the Internal Revenue 
Service.

Master plan needed to curb 
auto thefts in nation—Dixon 


The United States needs a 
master plan to control auto 
theft, Alan J. Dixon, Illinois’ 
secretary of state,’ says in 
remarks prepared for delivery 
tonight. He is the banquet 
speaker at the National 
Workshop on Auto Theft 
Prevention in the New York 
City Hilton Hotel 

The New York State Senate 
transportation committee is 
sponsoring the workshop. 
Attending are state motor 
vehicle administrators, 
legislators, police officials, 
prosecutors and represen- 
tatives of business and industry 

“We need central direction to 
coordinate the many agencies 
— government and private — 


responsible for controlling auto 
theft,” Dixon says. 

“We do work with each other, 
but communications and 
cooperation are not always the 
best. Many of us nibble at the 
edges of the problem instead of 
striking together at its heart.” 

He describes the workshop as 
a beginning toward ‘a grand 
design” to unify all sectors 
against the $2 billion-a-year/ 
racket. 

In Illinois, where vehicle 
thefts hit an all-time high of 
58,924 offenses last year, Dixon 
has taken three major new 
steps: ig 

1. He assigned a title 
verification unit to check 31% 
million titles a year for 


Men less able to cope 
with death of a spouse 


(American Psychological 
Association) 

Une ot the most arduous tasks 
an older person faces is coping 
with the death of a spouse after 
years of marital com- 
panionship. Carol J. Barrett, a 
psychologist at Wichita State 
University, claims that the 
experience of such a loss is a 
greater hardship for men than 
women. 

Widows outnumber widowers 
by more than four to one, and 
tend to be younger as well. This 
implies that widows have ac- 
cess toa larger pool of same-sex 
widowed friends, and would be 
more inclined to receive social 
support from them following the 
loss. 

Conversely, the option to 
remarry is likely to be available 
more often to widowed men. 
The psychologist’s study of 279 
older people, half of them 
widowed, showed consistent sex 
differences among six major 
areas of — life-functioning, 
following the spouse's death 

“Widowers are more likely 
than their female counterparts 
to experience low morale, to 
feel lonely. and dissatisfied with 
life, to predict poor future 
health, to need help with 
household _responsibilitis to 
have difficulty obtaining 
necessary medical _—_‘ap- 
pointmenis, to eat poorly, and 
to experience negative attitudes 
toward their own continued 
learning 

“They are also less likely 
than widows to want a confidant 
about 
widowhood or death.”” 

Barrett contrasted these 
differences between’ widows 
and widowers with those found

in her sample. 

Surprisingly to her, among 
married senior citizens the 
women reported = more 
dissatisfaction in many of the 
same areas: “.,. It is ap- 
parent,” she said, “that the 
differences found were not a 
result of general trends for 
older women and men. 

“Rather, the experience of 
widowhood led to unique dif- 
ferences betwen the sexes" in 
which ~ men suffered a 
pronounced decrement in 
psycho-social functioning, 
household roles and nutrition. 

Although many widows, like 
widowers, can and do become 
impaired by their spouse’s 
death, special attention should 
be given to the neglected needs 
of the widower, Carol Barrett 
said 

But this “should not alleviate 
our concern for widows; 
Rather, it should raise our 
concern abaut elderly 
widowers, 

“The relative disinterest in 
discussing their own situation is 
likely to be an obstacle in social 
services and other ‘treatment’ 
paradigms.”” 

The researcher suggested 
that intervention prior to the 
wife’s death might later prevent 
some of the disabling grief 
which cripples many older men. 
Such intervention might include 
training in household chores 
and teaching skills relevant to a 
“singles’’ lifestyle, she said

“One indication .is the low 
recovery rate of stolen cars, 
measured by yalue,"” he added 
“Another is the growth of 
organized theft rings known to 
the Justice Department — up 
from 125 to more than 400 since 
1971 

“A third is the increased use 
of altered and counterfeit 
certificates of title to sell stolen 
cars. A fourth is the 
proliferation of ‘chop shops.’ 

“As we make it more difficult 
to produce a good title for a 
stolen car, the professionals will 
dismantle cars and sell the 
parts instead of reselling the 
whdle car. It is easier to steal a 
car than to come up witha good 
title for it.”
